CONGRAULATES CITIZENS. 


"I want to congratulate the citizens of 


Oakland for ,tha close attention they have 
given to the details of their government 
during the past three years • especially. 
The lobbies that have attended the meet- 
ings of the Board of Works and the 
City Council, have been unprecedented 
in size, and within the past year the ac- 
commodations at the city hall have been 
altogether inadequate to even give con- 
venience to those citizens and taxpayers 
who have shown such keen interest in 
public matters. 
"It has been said that the purposes 
and the details relating to the fran- 
chises granted 
to the 
transportation 


companies on the -western water front 
are not fully understood by the people., 
this Is altogether untrue and misleading. 
"Week after week for months the public 
took the keenest kind of Interest in its 
water-front 
franchises. 
Purposely, tha 


handling of these franchises were spread 
out over a long period so that every- 
body could form' an opisiion and express 
it before the city government 
If 
he 


wished to. 
Such a campaign of educa- 


tion has never been made in this, city 
as that which -was undertaken in re- 
gard to enlightening the citizens regard- 
ing tha affairs on its water front. It 
began .In the late Mr. .jrfcElroy'g time, 
over two years ago, when the voters rat- 
ified the 
memorandum 
of agreement 
which took the water front forever out 
of'litigation and restored it to Oakland, 
so that we could get sortie benefit from 
it."It would be folly for me to waste 
your time rehashing the story of progress 
represented by affairs of Oakland's water 
front. 
They are all -matters of public 


record, as they have been for the past 
three years matters of the greatest pub- 
lic concern.- I congratulate you on the 
present condition of affairs on every 
Inch of Oakland's water front. 


LOW DOCKAGE TOLLS. 


"While it is not advisable, perhaps, to 


make Oakland what is called 
a. 'free 
port,' it Is always advisable to keep the 
tolls for dockage and wharfage as low 
as is consistent with 
good 
financial 


Judgment. We all know that the owner 
of freight pays the tolls, 
and 
if we 


would have our docks and wharves alive 
with commerce, we must make the port 
of Oakland as attractive to shippers as 
possible. 
The"' terms under which the 


water-front franchises have been granted 
to the* transportation companies are such 
as to fully protect "Oakland in the mat- 
ter of tolls. After all, the one item of 
tolls is not the most important In thsi 
great improvement. 
The greatest bene- 


fit Oakland will receive from the con- 
struction of a magnificent harbor, with 
all modern facilities, 
is the immense 


Impetus that such commerce will give 
to land values and to every branch of 
business In this. city. 


"Of course, on the eve of an election, 


there can always be found a few Indi- 
viduals who can. do things better than 
those entrusted with the responsibility 
of doing them. I 'cannot but feel grate- 
ful and a little reasonable pride, that- on 
every occasion during the past six years 
when anything proposed by my admin- 
istration has been put up to-the" voters, 
that they have, without exception, en- 
dorsed at the polls everthlng we have 
done, and by their encouragement, in- 
spired us to propose greater ambitions.

well for us to ask ourselves what it signifies and what it requires of us. 


First, the word" Lent signifies, in many languages,

forty, and is used in commemoration of the forty days' fast of Moses, 
of Elijah and of Christ. • It assumes that forty days' self-denial is. none 
too long a time to put us In a proper frame of mind to celebrate the 
"divine passion of Christ in His sacrifice for the sins 
'of the world, for the spirit of that sacrifice' is so 


'utterly foreign to' the spirit in which -most of the 


world lives and moves and has its being. 


' . But let us not suppose that a little curtailing- of 


- our usual follies arid indulgences is all that it con- 
templates. 
Much of the Lenten observance is ab- 


' surd and ridiculous, as though Heaven can be de- 


ceived -by our shallow- pretense of self-denial and 
piety.

OBLIGATIONS AKB LASTING. 


' There is no obligation upon Christians in Lent 


that is not on them all tne rest of the year, . Sacred 
seasons are not the ground of our obligation to live 
religiously. The Apostle Paul states the case strong- '| 
ly in his epistle to Titus: 
"For the grace of God 


that bringeth salvation, hath appeared unto all men, 
teaching us that, denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, righteously, and godly, KeT' 6eo> w' "vrhite" 
in this present world; looking fo'r that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the grea.t God and our Saviour Jesus 


. Christ, who gave, Himself up for us, that He might redeem us from all 


iniquity, and purify unto himself a peculiar people, zealous of good 
works." 


We see from this striking passage that God's plan is to raise up,a 


-people whose whole life here on earth will be marked by self-denial 
and peculiarly good works. It is not meant to be. a spasmodic matter 
.of only a few weeks and then forgotten for the rest of the year. Tet I 
suppose it is better to remember it and follow it for even a few weeks 
each year than not to do so at all. 


It would be of Immense value if Christians would learn, during 


Lent, the blessedness of godly living and self-denial for all times of the 
year.

Efficiency in the police and fire departments is 
certain to deteriorate if radical changes are made 
for political or personal reasons, and inefficiency 
is bound to react on the community.

Hence the police and 


fire departments of Oakland are as good as can 


be found in the country; they are free from graft

Political promises will be re- 
deemed at the expense of discipline and effective 
organization. 
Life and property will be less

Water Front Improvements in Peril. 


Nothing more damaging could happen to Oakland and to every 


vital interest in it than the cessation of the improvements, which 
have started on the southern and western water front to provide 
facilities for the use of commerce. The improvements now in prog- 
ress constitute the -basis for the construction of an extensive system 
of wharves which shall be in readiness to accommodate the com- 
merce that is reasonably expected to follow the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal. The plans for these wharves, docks and quay walls were 
thoughtfully and carefully worked out in every detail and submitted 
for critical examination to a committee of competent engineers, in- 
cluding two of the best known and most responsible United States 
army engineers in charge of the rivers and harbors on the Pacific 
Coast, and were duly approved 'by them and their approval in turn 
endorsed by the chief engineer of the army and 'by the War Depart- 
ment. The whole scheme of water front improvements was, more- 
over, made the subject of a referendum to the people of the city and 
was practically unanimously endorsed by them. With correspond- 
ing unanimity they likewise authorized the creation of a .$2,500,000 
indebtedness to carry out the scheme of municipal water front im- 
provement as it is now progressing. 


Oakland must have these wharves completed as soon as possi- 


'ble so that they can be used for shipping. The city's commercial 
success is dependent upon their early construction. 
Commerce is 


now waiting, in fact, for just such facilities as are being provided 
for it on this side of the bay in Oakland harbor and on the western 
water front. 


The election of any man for Mayor or Commissioner who has 


opposed the carrying out of these important water front improve- 
ments would be the most suicidal act that Oakland could commit. It 
would at once put their completion in doubt, for no such officer could 
be trusted to carry out iri good faith any plan of public improve- 
ment which -he had previously opposed. Any situation created that 
imperils the vigorous prosecution of wharf construction on the 
water front or threatens to clog and delay the progress of the im-1 
provements being made there, will cost Oakland the loss of the op- 
portunity for commercial development now within its grasp, damage 
its business irreparably and put a blight on property values in every 
part of the city. Safety for Oakland lies in entrusting the carrying 
out of these improvements in future to those who have been instru- 
mental in their initiation and in whom the people have good reason 
to repose the fullest confidence.

which the danger could be met. 
Beautiful City 


From that time to the present 


the health department has been 
maintained in a highly efficient 
state,'with the result that Oak- j 
land has been made a healthy city, 
free from epidemics, and very 
largely from all diseases of a con- 
tagious or infectious character. • 
This alone adds greatly to the at- j 


the amounts involved have been 
enormously increased, and the 
city secured againsi loss. 


One of the marked benefits to 


be reckoned in dollars and cents 
secured by the administration is 
seen 
in the reduction of water 


rates during the last six years. 
A saving has been 
effected 
in 


municipal payments on this ac- 
count of 35 per cent, and to pri- 
vate 'consumers a saving of ap- 
proximately 27 per cent. Up to 
June 30, 1911, the saving in gross 
amount to the citizens of Oakland 
will be almost $1,000,000, actually 
$902,000. This, like the reduction 
in insurance rates, is practically 
a reduction in taxes. 


Nothing better exhibits the 


high, degree of confidence estab- 
lished in Oakland's future by the 
work of the present administra- 
tion than does the remarkable in- 
crease in the number, extent and 
value, of the building operations 
embraced within the period indi- 
cated.

that. time there 


have been some $30,000,000 ex- 
pended in such operations. 
Reduced Car Fares 


It is a consequence of the work 


of the 
administration that car- 


fares have been reduced to five 
cents from San Leandro to the 
Contra Costa county line, at the 
extremity of San Pablo avenue, 
one of the longest rides of the 
country to be had at that rate.

placing of the wires, except those 
of the trolleys, under ground 
throughout the business section,

Nlcholls, the 11-year-old Los Gatos boy, 
never gave his foster-mother, Mrs. Olyro- 
pia Bazua, rat - poison, . is "under a hyp- 
notlo spell which has (made of him a 
monumental liar and has so exaggerated 
hts "mental capacity that he could con- 
coct a :Btory by -which he hoped to excite 
sympathy and hold the center of the 
stage of notriety, is the opinion of the 
Juvenile Court officials of this county 
before whom little Kobert underwent a 
three-hours' cross-examination. 


During the Investigation he said that 
he had conversed witti the inhabitants 
of the "spirit world" -and had charmed 
them by song. 


Whether the boy :is under the Influ- 
ence of his foster-mother, or whether 
he is the subject of a. traveling hypno- 
tist, as Mrs. Bazus intimates, the court 
has been unable to determine, but the 
fact was evident yesterday that during 
the time Mrs. Bazus was refused ad- 
mission to. the Juvenile Court proceed-

Stanley Williams Heads Well 


Armed Yankees Who Pre- 


pare for Battle. 


The Former U. S. Army Officer 


Faces Do-or-Die Conflict

MEXICALI, Mex., April 8.— 


The battle of Mexicali between 
General Stanley Williams' rebel 
force of eighty-five 
Americans

•water company is represented by At- 
torieys McKee and Tasneira, with whom 
is associated the Jaw firm o£ Snook & 
Church. 


The proceedings are1 based upon the 


provision of law which maintains that 
when a municipality attempts to deter- 
mine rates of any public service cor- 
poration, a hearing must first be held 
and the company served with a notice 
that such a hearing is to be held. The

no such notice was served upon them by 
the 
Berkeley City Council nor was any 


hearing held in relation to the present
